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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  City  Council : 

We  beg  to  present  to  your  honorable  body  the  annual  report 
of  the  trustees  of  the  public  library. 

The  year  1889  has  been,  at  times,  full  of  surprises  and 
problems,  owing  to  the  removal  of  the  books  to  the  new  Fowler 
Library  building  and  to  the  incidents  attendant  thereto.  The 
first  year  brought  a  demand  for  books  and  other  reading  mat- 
ter that  had  not  been  provided  for  or  even  thought  of.  At 
times  the  situation  has  been  perplexing,  but  explanations  on 
the  part  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants  demonstrated  to  the 
patrons  the  impossibility  of  always  providing  the  books  of  one's 
choice.  In  many  instances  the  books  indicated  on  one's  card 
could  not  be  supplied  owing  to  the  limited  number  of  books  in 
the  library.  The  supply  of  books  is  too  limited  for  the  public 
demand,  and  as  this  demand  will  grow  every  year,  but  one  thing 
will  meet  the  exigency,  namely,  the  largest  appropriation  on  the 
part  of  your  honorable  body  consistent  with  public  policy,  so 
that  the  supply  of  books  may  meet  the  requirements  of  the  day. 
The  trustees  were  called  upon  to  try  the  experiment  of  liberally 
maintaining  a  public  reading-room,  where  the  leading  newspapers 
and  magazines  could  easily  be  attainable.  The  result  has  justi- 
fied the  experiment.  Its  readers  increase  in  number,  and  its 
popularity  is  assured. 

The  reference-room,  one  of  the  most  essential  parts  of  any 
library,  is  constantly  used  by  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  our 
schools,  as  well  as  by  mature  readers  and  those  in  search  of 
special  or  encyclopaedic  knowledge.    To  this  department  the 
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trustees  have  devoted  much  time  and  expended  as  much  money 
as  circumstances  warranted. 

The  public  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  library,  the 
outlay  comes  back  to  the  people,  the  books  belong  to  them  : 
therefore,  representing  a  population  increasing  in  numbers  and 
increasing  in  knowledge,  we  respectfully  submit  our  report,  con- 
fident that  our  immediate  needs  will  be  understood,  and  that 
measures  will  be  adopted  whereby  our  public  library  may  be 
given  strength  to  gain  a  proud  standing  in  the  land.

BOOKS  PURCHASED. 


Eleven  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  have  been  purchased, 
included  in  which  are  twenty-seven  volumes  of  novels  in  the 
French  language,  selected  by  M.  Pingault,  which,  with  a  few 
volumes  of  historical  works  presented  by  W.  P.  Fowler,  Esq., 
have  been  placed  on  the  shelves  for  the  use  of  the  patrons  of 
the  library. 

FISHERVILLE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Sixteen  hundred  volumes  of  various  kinds  were  received  from 
the  Fisherville  Public  Library  in  September  last.  Of  these,  one 
hundred  were  worn  out  and  worthless  ;— of  the  remainder,  three 
fourths  were  duplicates  of  books  already  in  the  library  :  many  of 
these  have  been  taken  to  replace  books  that  were  badly  worn  ;— 
two  hundred  of  the  remainder  have  been  catalogued  and  placed 
on  the  shelves. 

There  was  also  received  with  the  library  an  imperfect  file  of 
the  Official  Gazette  of  the  United  States  Patent  Office  from  Jan- 
uary, 1873,  to  Januarv,  1884,  of  which  the  part  published 
between  June,  1875,  and  January,  1879,  will  enable  us  to 
nearly  complete  our  file  of  .that  valuable  publication. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 
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DONATIONS. 

Seven  hundred  books  and  pamphlets  have  been  presented  to 
the  library  from  citizens  of  Concord,  state  and  city  officers, 
members  of  Congress,  and  the  executive  departments  at  Wash- 
ington. 

Nearly  four  hundred  volumes  of  the  above  were  the  gift  of 
William  P.  Fowler,  Esq.,  among  which  was  a  nearly  perfect  file 
of  the  North  American  Review  from  January,  1820,  to  January, 
1866,  including  nineteen  bound  volumes,  the  remainder  being  in 
the  original  quarterly  numbers. 

This  gift  has  recently  been  supplemented  by  the  gift  of 
another  file  of  the  same  from  January,  1866,  to  January,  1878, 
by  Samuel  C.  Eastman,  Esq.,  making,  with  the  numbers  already 
in  possession  of  the  library,  an  almost  unbroken  file  of  the  i2e- 
vieiv  for  seventy  years. 

THE  READING-ROOM. 

has  been  open  every  day  through  the  year  on  week-days,  through 
library  hours,  and  on  Sunday  from  one  to  five  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Probably  forty  persons  per  day,  on  an  average,  have  availed 
themselves  of  its  use  on  week-days.  The  Sunday  attendance 
has  been  much  smaller.

BOOKS  ADDED. 

Fourteen  hundred  volumes  have  been  purchased,  and  three 
hundred  volumes  have  been  received  as  donations  to  the  library, 
from  various  sources,  during  the  past  year. 

THE  READING-ROOM 

has  been  open  every  week-day  during  library  hours,  and  on 
every  Sunday  from  one  to  five  o'clock  p.  m.  Latterly,  the  Sun- 
day readers  have  increased  in  numbers,  while  the  number  on 
other  days  has  not  diminished. 

THE  REFERENCE-ROOM 

has  been  open  every  week-day  since  the  first  day  of  June  last 
from  two  to  six  o'clock  p.  m.,  for  the  use  of  the  teachers  and 
scholars  in  the  city  schools,  and  others  who  wished  to  consult 
the  books.  This  department  is  now  well  patronized,  and  the 
thousand  and  one  questions  asked  by  its  patrons  have  been 
answered,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  the,  assistant  librarian  in 
charge.  v 

The  last  general  catalogue  of  the  library  was  issued  in  1884, 
and  contained  a  list  of  the  books  up  to  the  time  of  its  publica- 
tion. Since  that  time  seven  supplements  to  the  catalogue  have 
been  issued,  and  there  is  matter  on  hand  for  another,  making 
eight  or  more  separate  catalogues  of  books  now  in  the  library, 
requiring  possibly  a  search  through  every  one  to  find  any  par- 
ticular book.  As  a  remedy  for  this,  I  would  recommend  that 
the  supplements  be  condensed  into  one  volume,  and  that  the 
original  catalogue  be  suffered  to  remain  unchanged,  thus  reduc- 
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ing  the  number  of  catalogues  to  two,  which  may  be  done  with 
but  little  expense  besides  the  printing. 

The  rooms  in  the  basement  story  of  the  library  building 
should,  as  soon  as  possible,  be  put  in  order  for  the  reception 
and  storage  of  the  government  documents  now  kept  in  the  upper 
book-room,  as  the  shelves  now  occupied  by  them  will  be  wanted 
for  books  used  in  the  circulating  library. 

The  opening  of  the  reference-library  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  scholars  in  the  public  schools  and  others  has  added  to 
the  task  of  the  librarian  and  his  assistants,  and  the  employment 
of  an  assistant  to  take  charge  of  this  part  of  the  work  seems 
desirable.  This  subject  is  recommended  to  your  consideration.

To  the  City  Council: 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  January  1,  1890, 
was  $358.20,  to  which  has  been  added  the  city  appropriation  of 
$5,000,  and  receipts  from  the  library  amounting  to  $71.72, 
making  a  total  of  $5,429.92,  as  available  funds  for  the  purposes 
of  the  library. 

Of  this  sum  $5,000  has  been  expended  as  per  itemized  account 
in  the  expenses  of  the  city,  and  $367.70  from  the  funds  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer,  in  addition  to  the  appropriations,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $62.22  on  hand.

Nine  thousand  and  twenty  of  the  whole  number  of  books  issued 
were  sent  to  Penacook  and  Boscawen. 

Nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  books  were  sent  to 
Penacook  and  Boscawen  in  1890. 

The  books  have  been  well  cared  for,  on  the  way  and  at  Penacook, 
by  Messrs.  Cunningham  and  Gale,  who  have  had  them  in  charge. 

Eleven  hundred  volumes  have  been  purchased,  including  many 
valuable  books  for  the  reference  library ;  and  four  hundred  books 
and  pamphlets  have  been  received  from  various  sources  as  dona- 
tions to  the  library. 

The  reading-room  has  been  kept  open  every  day,  and  continues 
to  be  well  patronized. 

The  printing  of  a  catalogue  of  the  books  added  to  the  library 
since  Nov.  1,  1884,  is  nearly  completed ;  this  will  be  used  instead 
of  the  supplements  and  bulletins  that  have  from  time  to  time  been 
issued. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  bound  volumes  of  the  popular 
magazines  of  the  day  have  jpeen  procured  and  bound,  as  the  com- 
mencement of  a  magazine  reference  library.  Filled  as  these  vol- 
umes are  with  the  productions  of  the  best  writers  and  scholars  of 
the  times,  their  contents  must  be  of  great  value ;  while  publications 
like  Poole's  Index  to  periodical  literature,  and  others  of  similar 
character,  will  make  their  treasures  easily  accessible.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

To  the  Citt/  Council : 

The  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  respectfully  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  librarian  and  the  treasurer, 
showing  in  detail  its  condition,  management,  and  financial  situa- 
tion. 

The  very  extensive  circulation  of  books,  and  the  very  large  num- 
ber of  people  who  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of 
the  reading-room  and  of  the  reference  department,  furnish  the 
clearest  indication  of  the  favor  with  which  the  institution  is 
regarded. 

The  action  of  the  legislature  of  1891  in  the  passage  of  an  "Act 
to  promote  the  establishment  and  efficiency  of  free  public  libra- 
ries," and  the  large  number  of  towns  that  have  taken  advantage  of 
the  legislative  provisions  in  that  respect,  as  well  as  that  manifest 
popularity  of  our  own  library,  clearly  establish  the  fact  that  such 
institutions  are  not  merely  luxuries,  but  have  become  necessities 
hardly  less  essential  to  the  moral  and  the  literary  culture  of  the 
people  than  the  church  and  the  public  schools. 

We  believe  that  our  library  contains  every  variety  of  useful  and 
entertaining  literature.  Hardly  any  department  is  unrepresented 
therein  to  some  extent. 

As  in  every  town  and  city,  so  here  a  large  proportion  of  the  read- 
ing public  indulges  in  light  literature,  such  as  novels  and  stories. 
Imagination  has  not  perished  from  the  earth,  and  dull  and  heavy 
would  society  become  if  it  ever  should  or  could  ;  and,  therefore, 
works  of  fancy  continue  to  be  in  great  demand.  In  this  depart- 
ment we  have  endeavored  to  include  only  wholesome  and  harmless 
books,  and  we  trust  our  endeavor  has  not  been  unsuccessful. 
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But  the  tastes  and  habits  of  life,  and  of  study  of  all  classes  of 
men,  women,  and  children,  have  been  regarded  in  our  selections. 

Popular  works,  relating  to  the  arts  and  sciences,  mechanics,  archi- 
tecture, commerce,  trade  and  manufactures,  books  of  travels,  ancient 
and  modern  history,  biography,  poetry,  philosophy,  politics,  and 
religion,  will  be  found  upon  our  shelves ;  and  therefore  business 
men  and  professional  men,  farmers,  mechanics,  artisans,  teachers, 
and  men  and  women  of  leisure  may  confidently  resort  to  the  library 
with  assurance  of  profit,  education,  and  recreation. 

The  inevitable  expenses  of  the  institution  (which  we  have  endeav- 
ored to  restrict  as  much  as  possible)  leave  but  a  small  margin  of 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  books  ;  and  while  we  are  grateful  for  your 
generosity  in  the  past,  we  urgently  ask  that  as  large  appropriations 
for  the  future  may  be  made  as  are  consistent  with  other  municipal 

necessities.  * 

The  trustees,  in  behalf  of  the  public,  thankfully  acknowledge  the 
receipt  from  Mr.  William  P.  and  Miss  Clara  M.  Fowler  of  excel- 
lent portraits  of  their  father  and  mother,  in  memory  of  whom  their 
munificent  gift  of  the  library  building  was  made. 

The  zeal,  industry,  and  efficiency  of  our  librarian  and  his  assist- 
ants continue  to  merit  the  highest  commendation.

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Eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  books  given 
out  have  been  sent  to  Penacook  in  the  care  of  Mr.  N.  S.  Gale. 
These  books  are  exchanged  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  of  each  week. 

The  reading-room,  furnished  with  newspapers  and  magazines  for 
all  classes  of  its  patrons,  has  been  open  every  day  during  the  year, 
and  is  well  patronized. 

Eight  hundred  books  have  been  purchased  during  the  year ;  79 
books  and  162  pamphlets,  including  reports  of  government  officers, 
maps  illustrating  the  official  records  of  the  Civil  War,  and  magazines 
have  been  received  as  donations  ;  also  catalogues  and  reports  have 
been  received  in  exchange  with  other  libraries. 

We  have  again  been  kindly  remembered  by  Mr.  William  P. 
Fowler  and  Miss  Clara  M.  Fowler  in  the  presentation  of  fine  por- 
traits of  their  parents,  Hon.  Asa  Fowler  and  Mrs.  Mary  C.  K. 
Fowler. 

The  library  now  contains  18,500  volumes ; — of  these,  11,500  vol- 
umes are  books  for  circulation ;  2,000  volumes,  including  books  for 
reference,  local  history,  and  biography,  are  included  in  the  reference 
library,  and  the  balance,  made  up  largely  of  government  publica- 
tions, are  seldom,  most  of  them  never,  called  for,  which  take  up  a 
large  amount  of  room  on  the  shelves  in  the  upper  book-room  and 
balcony.  A  room  should  be  finished  and  furnished  in  the  base- 
ment for  their  storage,  and  provision  made  for  its  warming  and 
lighting  when  necessary.  This  or  some  other  provision  for  their 
keeping  must  be  made  soon,  as  the  shelves  in  the  lower  book-room 
are  already  crowded  with  books  of  the  circulating  library,  and  the 
shelves  in  the  upper  book-room  and  balcony  are  needed  for  the 
proper  accommodation  of  additional  books  for  the  circulating  and 
reference  departments.

REPORT   OK   THE  TRUSTEES. 

To  the  City  Council  : 

The  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  present  herewith  the  report 
of  the  librarian,  which  contains  a  full  account  of  the  work  done 
by  that  institution  during  the  past  year. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  mention  the  death  of  our  friend 
and  colleague,  Joseph  T.  Clough,  who  has  faithfully  served  the 
public  as  a  member  of  this  board  for  twenty  consecutive  years. 
His  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  library  always  has  been  active, 
his  counsel  prudent,  and  his  assistance  helpful. 

The  day  has  passed  when,  in  towns  of  this  size,  public  libra- 
ries were  considered  mere  con veniencies,  or  even  luxuries,  when 
money  was  spent  upon  them  niggardly,  when  they  were  open  to 
the  public  only  on  certain  days,  or  but  a  short  time  each  day, 
while  the  shelves  contained  few  books  of  value,  with  a  rela- 
tively large  amount  of  inferior  literature.  To-day  a  well 
selected  and  voluminous  library  is  a  necessity  in  every  intelli- 
gent community  like  this.  Not  merely  does  it  furnish  means  of 
amusement  for  an  idle  hour,  but  it  has  an  educational  influence 
hardly  second  to  that  of  the  public  schools.  An  examination  of 
the  librarian's  report,  and  of  the  past  history  of  this  institution, 
will  show  that  the  generous  appropriations  heretofore  made  for 
its  support  have  been  wise  and  judicious,  and  we  earnestly 
recommend  the  same  liberality  in  the  future.

CHANGES  IN  THE    LIBRARY  ROOM. 

A  large  and  convenient  storage  room,  for  the  reception  of  congres- 
sional documents  and  other  publications  but  seldom  called  for,  has 
been  fitted  up  in  the  basement,  which  has  relieved  the  crowded  shelves 
in  the  stack-room,  and  seems  well  fitted  for  the  use  to  which  it  is  put, 
being  dry  and  warm,  with  conveniences  for  lighting  each  alcove.  De- 
sirable improvements  have  also  been  made  in  lighting  the  alcoves  and 
delivery  room. 

THE  REFERENCE  ROOM 

is  frequently  visited  by  many  of  our  citizens,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sulting the  books,  and  it  seems  to  be  quite  a  help  to  the  teachers  and 
scholars  in  our  schools  in  preparing  their  lessons. 

Files  of  the  current  magazines  are  among  the  most  valuable  of  the 
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reference  books,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the  collection  should  be  in- 
creased as  much  as  possible.  In  researches  among  the  magazines, 
Poole's  index  is  one- of  the  greatest  of  time  and  labor  saving  machines. 

THE  BEADING  BOOM 

is  also  well  patronized.  Frequently  every  chair  in  the  room  is  occu- 
pied by  attentive  readers  of  the  newspapers  and  magazines  to  be  found 
there.  „ 

REPAIRS  NEEDED  ON  THE  LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

The  outside  wood-work  of  the  Library  building  needs  a  coating  of 
paint  badly,  and  it  would  not  be  amiss  to  make  a  thorough  examination 
of  the  tin  covering  of  the  roof,  and  give  it  such  repairs  as  may  be  nec- 
essary, preparatory  to  giving  it  another  coating  of  paint.  Forty  years 
exposure  to  the  weather  is  very  likely  to  start  some  leakage.
